Under grant provisions of the 
bill, funds would be available to 
local communities that wish to 
comply with the Supreme Court’s 
school integration order in cases 
where, as in Georgia and Virginia, 
the state threatenes to cut off 
funds or close the schools.

Dr. Clendenen said “ there’s a 
tremendous amount to be known 
y et about hum an behavior,” but 
added that m any courts lack the 
clinical 
and

services 
that would enable them to use the 
knowledge available. 
Human personality , he said, is 
like an iceberg—“ two-thirds of it

w ater” 
and diagnostic 
s e r v i c e s 
are 
necessary 
be­ 
fore treatm ent can be prescribed 
He said one of the problems is 


acquiring trained court personnel. 
“ There really aren’t enough to 
go around,” he pointed out. “About 
95 per cent of the correctional job 
being done in the United States is 
being done by untrained personnel, 
without the specific education and 
training for that kind of work.” 
He suggested the possibility of 
developing a program to train un­ 
trained correctional workers on the 
job.

The econom ic m y stery of the day is infla­ 
tion in the m idst of plenty . But it is cea sing 
to be a m y stery , if it ev er was. 
It wa s more likely a delica te subject that 
people were relucta nt to talk about because 
they m ight hurt som eone’s feelings. 
Infla tion in the midst of plenty has been 
ca used 
by 
relentless 
pressure 
for 
higher 
w a ge ra tes and higher operating costs on the 
part oi labor unions, the most powerful eco­ 


nom ic force in the United States. 
President Eisenhower s econom ic report fi­ 


na lly ha s com e to grips with the m y stery . 
The delica te subject is not being av oided any 
longer. 


After he had referred to the responsibility 
of consum ers and businessmen for m aintain­ 
ing the v a lue of dollars, the President had this 
to sa y about organized labor: 
"Lea ders of labor unions hav e a particu­ 
larly « ¡ritical role to play , in v iew of the grea t 
power lodged in their hands. Their econom ic 
a ctions 
m ust 
reflect 
a wa reness 
that 
the 
only road to grea ter m a teria l well-being for 
the nation lies in the fullest realization of our 
productiv ity potential, and that stability of 
prices is an essenia l condition of susta ina ble 
econom ic growth. The term s of a greem ents 
rea ched between labor and m a na gm ent in 
w a ge and rela ted m a tters will hav e a critica l 
bea ring on our success in attaining a high 
lev el o# econom ic growth with stable prices.** 


THIS IS WHAT com m entators mean when 
they talk wistfully about "labor sta tesm a n­ 
ship." Lea ders of unions ha v e becom e a kind 
of econom ic legisla ture for the United Sta tes, 
with power to impose their term s on the 
whole country . 


They are not restrained by antitrust laws. 


If they could hav e had their way — if they 
could ha v e it now — they would not be 


restra ined by ev en so feeble a law as the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 
They show their authority and win their 
support by bargaining for and winning ev er- 
higher wage ra tes and ev er - more - fabor 
able working conditions. But to the ex tent 
that they do this without regard to the pro­ 
ductiv ity of their m em bers and the coss that 
m ust be borne by enterprise, they m erely 
downgra de the buy ing power of the dollar. 
There are notable ex ceptions, where labor 
lea ders ha v e tried to be econom ic sta tes­ 
men, instead of opportunists. But there hav e 
not been enough ex ceptions to throttle down 
the inflaion engine that organized labor has 
become in the U.S. economy . 


UNTIL LABOR lea ders and their follow­ 
ers understand that wa ges, being the pre­ 
ponderant elem ent in costs, determine the 
buy ing power of money , wage inflation will 
be the source of genera l inflation that will 


wipe out not only the wa ges but all sa v ings 
made tram wages. 
Perhaps now that the official econom ic re­ 
port ol the nation has come to grips with 
the "delica te subject," it can be talked about 
rea listica lly in other pla ces. 


The labor m ov em ent has grown up.' It can 
m a ke or break the econom y . It can take the 
v a lue out of m oney , or it can increa se the 
v alue of money , t needs econom ic sta tes­ 
m a nship.

right to ex pect it, in return for the ex traordin­ 
ary power they hav e bestowed on unions.

If it was a ccidenta l, just 
another ex a m ple of Republican ineptness in 
putting its best foot forward when the pub­ 
lic is watching, that is just as da m a ging as 
the impression that Republicans only fight 
ea ch other these da y s — not Dem ocra ts. 
Ev en the President’s obv iously well intend­ 
ed m essa ge ca lling on the party not to let 
itself become a "hibernating elepha nt” that 
w a kes up only at election tim e wa s turned 
into an ex cuse to snipe at White House lea d­ 
ership. It’s hard to know som etim e whether

in trade. 


I hav e .just d o n e away with two 
m ore bushes. Th is is th e en d of 
a bush - elimination project tha t 
started nine y ea rs ago nex t spring 
when the Twillery was transferred 
to the country . 


In that tim e I hav e eliminated 
as m a ny bushes as were spared, 
and it is probable a few more m ay 
ha v e to go before the place finally 
is shipshape. The original owner 
planted at lea st twice a s many 
bushes as there would be room for 
when they grew up. 


The nursery man who sold them 
to him a dmits he used to wonder 
what hiliside his custom er was pin­ 
ning down a ga inst erosion. The nur­ 
sery m a n nev er sa w the lay out un­ 
til y ea rs la ter, when it was sta rt­ 
ing to be ov ergrown. 


There was so much stuff that 
the new tenants did not know un­ 
til sev era l y ea rs had passed about 
trees that a lrea dy had rea ched a 
height of eight feet; they were con­ 
cea led. 


The idea had been to crea te a 
v erdant sum m er jungle, and in that 
sense it was a successful project. 
But the effect as the stuff contin­ 
ued to grow was to crea te an im ­ 
penetra ble jungle — and in that 
sense it wa s a failure. 
It had become im possible to use 
the front door, which was blocked 
by shrubbery . Rambler roses were 
all ov er the place. The driv eway 
wa s closed by shrubbery . 
The 
bush 
elimination 
project 
started sev en y ea rs ago and has 
gone forward at the a v era ge ra te 
of fiv e bushes a y ea r. From now 
on, it no- longer w ill be necessry 
to get rid of bushes entirely , be­ 
ca use they ha v e been reduced to 
the point where it is fea sible to 
trim back the surv iv ors; they can 
be reached now. 
There is a moral to this: 
In a few 
months, 
it 
will 
be 
springlike enough to suggest that 
another planting season is on the 
wa y . It will be tim e to dev elop a 
sense of proportion about shrub­ 
bery and trees. 
That cute little dev il y ou plant 
at the corner of the house can 
grow up to be a spra wling giant. 
The tree y ou plant so and so m a ­ 
ny feet from the front door ca n 
reach into the Irv ing room when 
it becom es an adolescent. 


The little hole y ou dig to plant 


the tender little bush will hav e to, 


be 150 tim es that big if the bush 


grows up to be a tough old cha r­ 


a cter and has to be mov ed. 


It has taken an a v era ge of two 


hours to rem ov e each of the three 
dozen and more bushes that turned 


out to be surplus — and longer 


than that for each of upward of 


half a 
dozen 
trees. 
Hence, 
the 


warning aga inst the day soon to 


com e when rustlings of spring will 
suggest it is time to plant more 
stuff. 
Div ide it in half. Then take half 
of that. Not that we want to take 
business a wa y from our friends in 
the nursery business but we think 
they should hand out instructions 
for the care and trea tm ent of sa c- 
ro-iliac to ev ery customer in the 
ev ent that what 
he 
so 
blithely 
plants may hav e to be dug up.

Also, since pa rlia ­ 
m entary lea ders among all the oth­ 
er party lea ders participate in the 
conferences, this agreed-upon sta te­

Nev er was su ch a method so 
n eed ed in th e Republican party . 
For although in the da y s of such 
stro n g Presid en ts 
as T. R., Wilson, 

D. R. parties were able to 
follow the leadership of the White 
House im plicitly , the situation is 
quite different now. 
President Eisenhower is in the 
fag end of his term. Also he has, 
despite his grea t qua lities, neither 
the inclination, the aptitude, the 
disposition, 
nor

ex perience 
needed for powerful party lea der­ 
ship. 
It is possible to crea te a party 
creed which sharply differentia tes 
it from its Democratic-Liberal op­ 
position. 
This

a n d 
da nger­ 
ous tendency — 
the desire of a 
political group 
to 
perpetuate

ot gov ernm ental machinery . 
On 
the 
surface, 
the 
proposed 
a m endm ent — which would repeal 
the present constitutional prov ision 
lim iting a president to two term s 
—appears to rem ov e a discrim ina ­ 
tion beca use, as President Eisen­ 
hower said in an offhand remark 
at a press conference, any citizen 
should be eligible at any time to 
the presidency . 
But the reasons for the present 
limitation had little to do with the 
right of som e indiv idual citizen to 
be a candidae. Rather, the purpose 
was to prev ent any political group 
or clique from getting a perman­ 
ent or at lea st indefinite hold on 
the White House and the ex ecutiv e 
branch of the gov ernmnt. 
Thus, the patronage and fav ors 
which 
an 
incumbent 
adm inistra­ 
ron can bestow are so far-reach­ 
ing in an electora te, where tens of 
billions of dolla rs a y ear are being 
spent by the federal gov ernm ent, 
that it would be ea sier now than 
ev er before to get a stranglehold 
on local political organizations and 
to align pressure groups behind a 
continuing administration. 


IT SEEMS ODD, of course, to 
read that a Dem ocratic party con­ 
gressm a n who sponsors the a m end­ 
m ent is terribly sorry that Mr. Ei­ 
senhower is what is ca lled a "la m e 
duck" president. 
The lament is 
that Mr. Eisenhower cannot wield 
White House power effectiv ely be­ 
ca use he is not permitted to be a 
candidate to succeed him self. 
J ust why any Dem ocrat should 
be worried ov er the fact that Mr. 
Eisenhower is supposedly losing in­ 
fluence in his second term isn ’t 
too clea r. For logica lly the present 
constitutional 
am endm ent 
should 
be 
working 
in 
fav or 
of 
the 
D em ocra tic party , since Mr. E isen­ 
hower, it is cla im ed, ca n’t be po­ 
litica lly as strong 
as he might 
ha v e been without the third-term 
prohibition. 
Theoretica lly

fore, the present prov ision is actu­ 
ally helping to elect a Democrat 
president in 19 60. 
Digging a bit deeper into the 
m y stery , 
it 
would 
seem 
that 
the Dem*ocratic party , which has 
becom e the m ajority party , has 
much to gain by lifting the ban on 


presidentia l tenure and giv ing the 
chief ex ecutiv e an indefinite lea se 
on the White House subject only to 
one election ev ery four y ea rs. 
If a dictatorship were to a rise in 
America, it could com e out of the 
tremendous power deriv ed by a 
president from the right to contin­ 


uous office. 
This correspondent has a lw a y s 
been opposed to any limitation of 
presidential tenure but only when 
it is also prov ided that the people 
m a y at any tim e rem ov e a presi­ 
dent or the Congress which would 
elect him. 
This is known as the pa rlia m en­ 
tary sy stem , which affords the peo­ 
ple a cha nce to keep a good presi­ 
dent but to turn one out of office 
at any tim e if he isn’t sa tisfa ctory . 


THE FIXING of a definite date 
for a presidential election m ea ns 
that political power can be concen­ 
trated ov er a four-y ear period and 
the electora te can be confused by 
a multiplicity of issues at the end 
of the four y ea rs. 
Under 
a 
sy stem , h o w e v e r 
whereby an election can be held 
at an y time, the people can focus 
on a single issue and decide for 
them selv es whether they want a 
giv en policy continued or discon­ 
tinued. 


The current proposal — which 
would giv e a president the right to 
succeed 
him self 
for 
as 
m any 
term s as desired and would re­ 
quire an election only at a fix ed 
date ev ery four y ea rs — would per­ 
m it political dictatorship. This is 
one reason why the conserv a tiv es 
in both parties in Congress will 
fight it. As a m a tter of fa ct, m any 
sta tes 
hav e 
adopted 
the 
single 
term for gov ernors in order to rid 
them selv es of boss rule and the 
monopoly of a single political or­ 
ganization. 


LEADERSHIP cannot be lim ited 
bv the Constitution. If President 
Eisenhower should decide to go to 
the people on any issue which he 
felt was of a critica l nature, he 
could m obilize public opinion more 
quickly today than if he w ere a 
candidate to succeed him self. For 
the American people would sa y 
that his thinking is not influenced 
by third-term ambitions and thtt 
he is politically disinterested. 


All he talk nowaday s about the 
weakening of a president's power 
in his second term is ei’her a politi­ 
cal ta ctic designed to hurt the R e­ 
publican position or else a m eans 
of ex pressing disapprov al beca use 
the incumbent has not taken as 
firm a stand as som e people want 
him to take on particular issues. 
A president can be powerful if 
his v iew on a specific problem of 
gov ernment happens to be sound 
an d a correct reflection of the will 
of the people.

What’s happened in the 
three y ea rs to justify the sw itch0 
It was ex pedient for Khrushchev 
to do what he did in 19 56. Then 
he wanted to repla ce the scowl­ 
ing Stalin-image o f the Sov iet Un­ 
ion, which was the only one the 
world knew, with the im age of a 
jolly , friendly land. 
In three y ea rs, under Khrush­ 
chev ’s prodding, the Sov iet Union

A GLOOMY REMARK I glean­ 
ed in attempting to probe the sig­ 
nificance of the currency story was 
the hint that Europe’s money is 
becoming more stabilized — 
is 
ours? 
Yet, on the brigher side, 
re­ 
member that 80 per cent of our 
exprts currently consist of fuel, 
machinery and industrial 
m ater­ 
ials. To the extent that we can 
sell more of these products abroad 
and further help the European na­ 
tions and Great Britain t o w a r d 
prosperity, the more money they 
will be able to spend for our pro­ 
ducts when the eventual day of 
complete currency convertibiii t y 
comes. 
At such time we can expect to 
feel the favorable effects f r o m 
this preliminary move tow a r d 
freer world trade provided we are 
sm art enough not to price our 
products out of the world m ar­ 
kets. 
For the present, as I see it, 
there will be no immediate effect 
from currency convertibility upon 
your personal finances. 
Despite all that you may read 
about Europe’s money maneuvers, 


actually nothing more has b e e n 
done to date than for each coun­ 
try to allow its 
non - residents 
take whatever funds they might 
accumulate and cash these in for 
U.S. dollars or any other cur­ 
rency they desire. 


THERE ARE TWO significant 
things about this move. 
First, it is an indication of the 
gain in economic strength of the 
nations involved. It is testimony 
to the f2ct that Europe’s reces­ 
sion has botomed out. 
Second, it is believed by the ex­ 
perts to be one step closer to full 
convertibility of foreign moneys, 
a forerunner of the day when resi­ 
dents as well as nonresidents of 
these lands will be able to ex­ 
change their currency into the cur­ 
rencies of other lands as well. 
When currency is convertible, it 
tends to simplify trade among na­ 
tions. When it is easier to do some­ 
thing, usually more of it gets done. 
Over the longer term, we can ex­ 
pect an upturn in trade among 
nations. 


There still remain quotas on the 
amount of goods we can sell some 
countries. 
Beyond these quotas it is the 
price that we can sell for in com­ 
petition with other countries that

Homemade Doughnuts Are Tender,Flavorful 


What are round, square, twisted 
or shaped like a life saver and 
take to coffee, like a duck takes 
to water? They’re doughnuts, of 
course. Of all the varieties, one of 
the most popular is the sugary 
light heated yeast-raised dough­ 
nut with the hole in the center. 


Tuna-Cheesewich 


Ingredients: 
1 can (7 ounces) 
tuna, 4 cup finely diced celery. 
2 whole canned pimientos (drained 
and diced), 4 cup mayonnaise, 
2 teaspoons lemon juice, salt, pep­ 
per, sliced bread, butter or m ar­ 
garine, sliced 
cheddar che e s e , 
slice tomatoes. 
Method: 
Flake and mix tuna 
(including oil in can) with celery, 
pimientos, 
mayonnaise, 
l e m o n 
juice and salt and pepper to taste. 
Fpread on sliced 
buttered ¿ight 
toast. 
Top with sliced cheese, making 
sure edges of bread are covered 
(or they 
will burn); top with to­ 
mato slices: sprinkle tomato with 
salt. Broil until heated through. 
Makes 6 to 8 sandwich slices.

Dunker or no, 
here’s how to 
make light and tender yeast-raised 
doughnuts for serving with meals 
j or with coffee any time of day. 
Raised Doughnuts 
i 
1% cups milk, 
4 
cup sugar. 
2 teaspoons sail, 4 teaspoon nut­ 
meg, 2 
tablespoons butter 4 cup 
warm, not hot, water (lukewarm 
for compressed yeast) 2 packages 
of cakes yeast, active dry or com­ 
pressed, 3 eggs, beaten, 6 cups 
sifted enriched flour. 
Scald milk. Remove from heat 
and stir in sugar salt and nut­ 
meg and butter; cool to lukewarm. 
Measure water into bowl (warm, 
not hot, water for active dry yeast; 
lukewarm for compressed yeast). 
Sprinkle or crumble in yeast. 
Stir until dissolved. Add lukew arm 1 
milk mixture. Stir in well-beaten 
eggs and half the flour (3 cups);! 
beat until smooth. Cover and let 
rise in a warm place, free from 
draft until yeast mixture more 
than doubled in bulk (about 30 
minutes). 
Stir down and beat in remaining 
3 cups of flour. Turn dough out 
on lightly floured 
board: 
knead 
lightly to shape into smooth ball, 
divide dough. Roll each half into 
a circle 4-inch thick. Cut with 
doughnut cutter and place on bak­ 
ing sheets. 
Cover with clean towel and let 
rise in 
warm 
place free from 
draft until double in bulk, about 
30 minutes. Fry in deep hot fat 
365 degrees F., until golden brown, 
turning once.
